The  calendar  was  too  popular  to  let  fade  away,  therefore  a 
1985  issue  was  offered  as  a  joint  venture  by  The  Hoosegow 
and  the  Progress-Reporter  Press.  This  also  proved  to  be 
very  popular,  so  another  calendar  is  being  issued  for  1986. 

This  latest  calendar  is  of  the  same  format  as  the  first  three 
issues  with  old  photographs,  carefully  selected  from  the  files 
and  Hugh  and  Elvin  Butterfield  and  other  private  col¬ 
lections.  The  pictures  were  chosen  first  for  historical  in¬ 
terest,  with  photographic  quality  a  close  second.  In  most 
cases  clarity  has  been  improved  by  modern  photocopy  and 
printing  methods. 

We  feel  sure  that  you  will  enjoy  this  calendar,  and  that  it 
will  be  something  to  treasure  long  after  1986  is  over.
